burly singing and slapstick comedy. makes for enjoy- 
men without rough-and-tumble farce and dignity without 
affectation. 

From another point view two other desirable quali- 
ties are noted. The first these humor. Every normal 
audience, like every normal human being, likes laugh. 
The closing exercises will none the less educational 
for possessing something the comedy vein. The 
caution must, however, given not tolerate humor 
that coarse and humor that incessant.

Teach all, wish well all, hold back the child who shows 
disposition ride over others—undervalue the forced 
graces the hypocrite, discountenance his artful insinu- 
ations, teach him uprightness, honor and genuine love for 
his fellows, and perchance you show special preference 
for any, let for the poor child whose associations are 
demoralizing, whose passions are most difficult govern. 
fine, kind and loving mother will assiduously guard 
all her children but will, with especial zeal, screen the 
weakling from every blast adversity, should you, 
zealous teacher, guard your pupils. Have especial love 
for each one, correct, chastise strenuously, may be— 
never make confidant one child, respecting the short- 
comings his neighbor—never speak disparagingly 
pupils any one; should you realize that faults are moun- 
tain high, well, correct them, but let the child feel that you 
view his errors with sympathetic, kindly eye, that 
can turn you with unswerving trust when all others 
fail him, and that may. without fear disclosure, con- 
fide you his shortcomings the difficulties which be- 
set his path. honorable, inculcate honor. Ours 
arduous, but noble calling.

MEMORY AND RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTIONS.

The systems religious education practised many 
places are hopelessly antiquated. Indeed, they belong 
rather the fifteenth than the twentieth century. They 
are grounded false psychological principle; they are 
not accomodated the nature the child-mind; they 
have not advanced equally with secular education. Many 
teachers are still giving stones instead bread—that is, 
sense-impressions instead conscience-impressions and 
will-impressions; words instead Bellord.

implies honest self-assertiveness the teacher, 
humble docility the pupil. 

There teaching without self-assertiveness, there 
learning without docility. 

These are truths and they point the necessity 
discipline, without which school cannot exist. 

all the rules and methods discipline employed, 
the main object must kept view, namely: train 
pupils form right habits, and this training should be- 
gin the primary grades. 

children are allowed start their school life 
disorderly manner, the habit will follow them throughout 
their entire lives. 

this precocious age mothers say they have disci- 
pline their babes while yet the cradle, then, children 
school age, six and seven, should trained funda- 
mental principles discipline from the very start. 

They are not too tender begin character formation 
practicing self-restraint and endurance, the foundation 
stones character. 

Child nature must taught overcome restlessness 
judicious change task and brief moments respite.

every successful teacher, child nature must 
open book; she should know her subject, and every 
way adapt the pupil.

distracting influences. 

Teachers should never resort violent means se- 
cure attention, the tap sweet toned gong will readily 
attract the ear, then pleasant but positive facial expres- 
sion will center the child’s eye upon the teacher.

such reverence was called for pagan education, with 
much greater reason should Christian pupils respect their 
teachers, who are the light their mind and guide 
theri steps. 

Good discipline will take into account the difficulty 
child nature feels reaching the Christian standard. 
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will temper its inexorable demands with patience, tender- 


ness and hopefulness. expects meet the same resist- 
ance has ever met the endeavors repress bad na- 
ture, and elicit the good. 

Teacher should take such position before the class 
will command the eye every pupil, and then direct 
voice signal, and pupils must habituated obey 
the first signal. 

Harsh tones are unnecessary and improper; disappro- 
bation may uttered tone decision without the 
use any severity that would imply resentment, anger 
antipathy the part the teacher.

Life and Landscape Drawings Aids Studying Per- 
spective Principles. 


The first lessons landscape should given colors 
colors are available, not, brush and ink charcoal 
may used. using colors talk the children about 
the color the sky. What color usually asso- 
ciate with it? Blue. Ask where the sky deepest 
color. See how many can tell you that the part 
above their heads. Call their attention the fact that 
the sky does not appear flat, but dome-like, with the most 
intense color above them instead the horizon line 
and that making gives this effect the picture. 

Experiment with the horizon line changing its po- 
siton, raising lowering it, curving slanting it. 
Note the effect. Consider carefully with the children each 
set drawings. When all are pinned up, the children 
will see many effects produced certain drawings 
which the children making them had idea the time. 
These accidental effects can afterward reproduced 
the result conscious efforts. 

Vary the shape and proportions the paper these 
lessons, use sometimes long vertical panel, another 
time long horizontal panel square even semi- 
circular enclosure for the picture. 

Try represent the sky under various aspects sun- 
rise, sunset, moonlight before during storm, 
when raining, etc. Notice the change the color 


reflected the earth the sky changes color. Each 


these suggestions may made the topic for lesson, 
this way the work may kept for long time 
simple washes sky and ground. 

Trees, both near and distant, furnish subject matter for 
many lessons. Make many observations possible, 
take long walks with the children, show them pictures 
and make use any views you may have from your 
school room windows. Consider whatever material 
How the near and distant trees compare 
size, shape and color? Lead the children see 
without telling them, that the nearest trees appear larger, 
more decidedly green and show the shapes branches 
more clearly than those far away. The distant trees ap- 
pear low narrow line green blue gray against 
the sky. Look trees, houses and the objects the 
landscape with reference the horizon line. Are they 
above below it? Houses, trees and other objects rest 
the earth, they must least partly below the 
horizon. Are they wholly so? When children have seen 
that most objects which are higher than themselves are 
usually seen partly against the earth and partly against 
the sky, interest them trying discover how and when 
that can sometimes see the same object against 
the ground. Tell the children upstairs onto the 
top hill and look down the landscape. See how 
objects then appear. 

Paths afford almost endless variety observations 
and experiments getting shape, direction and distance. 
not tell the class directly that the lines the path 
converge they recede. Let the children have the pleas- 
ure that comes from the discovery. 


After the children have become sensitive the beau- 
ties nature, help them, possible, better their own 
surroundings, both indoors and out. Study with them the 
way care for and protect trees and plants. Study na- 
ture along practical well scientific and aesthetic 
lines. 
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With young children pure landscape drawing not 
satisfactory without the story human element enter- 
ing into it. Children not care for solitary 
naturally they love life, action and companionship. When 
taking new feature the landscape and not 
possible directly nature, take the children there 
imagination. you wish them represent forest 
and you cannot take them one, tell the story Little 
Red Riding Hood way make them really 
trees they would their midst, with their moss 
covered trunks, standing like sentinels, their dark branch- 
interlaced overhead, the blue sky never seen through 
them, the sun never penetrating them. you wish the 
children really see this, you must tell make 
them enter into the character and feelings Red Riding 
Hood she took that lovely walk. The expression 
drawing then becomes easy matter. 

This elementary landscape drawing accessory 
pictorial pose drawing may made very helpful 
foundation for the study perspective principles 
the upper grades. 

whether the study perspective principles 
the grammar grades pleasure bug-bear depends 
entirely upon the method approach. have chil- 
dren see the convergance lines the relation one 
curve another small objects before understanding 
the principles indeed difficult not easy 
always for the trained eye see these differences, for 
the boy girl the grammar school age nearly 
impossible.

Whenever there large object 
sight smoke stack, tower other architectural ob- 
ject showing clearly any perspective principles, call the 
attention the class these features the landscape 
and have the children represent them. 
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pictures are well selected they serve the purpose 
even better than large objects. The actual convergance 
lines the picture more tangible than the apparent 
convergance the objects. 

Children can readily collect from magazines, railroad 
guides and photo collections many excellent examples 
applied perspective principles. study these pic- 
tures carefully the best possible preparation for the 
study and representation objects.

The work the first four five weeks will require 
good text geography, two outline maps the world 
and nine outline maps Africa (the ones used the 
writer are published McKnight McKnight, Normal, 
Ill.), some blank writing paper and set colored 
pencils, crayons, box water colors. 

secure interest the study the continent, 
give definite location relation our own continent, 
and recall many facts which will used from day 
day, directions similar the following have been 
given. Trace the course journey from Normal 
(or your own city) Morocco, the northwest 
coast Africa. Make brief report the over- 
land journey from Normal (or your own city) the 
nearest seaport. the average rate travel rail 
thirty miles hour, how long will require reach 
the seaport? Describe the journey from the seaport 
town Morocco, mentioning the bodies water over 
which you sail, the belts wind thru which you pass, 
and the ocean currents which you encounter. Are these 
winds and currents aid disadvantage your rapid 
progress? Prove your decision. the rate twenty 
miles hour, how long will take reach Morocco? 
From Morocco continue the journey southward and 
around Africa. Name the bodies water over which 
you sail, and the circles the earth which you cross. 
The pupil traces his journey the outline map and 
thinks direction and dictance from the start the jour- 
ney progresses. 

The tendency the average pupil study latitude 
and longitude without any relation his location. 
overcome this tendency and make the study lati- 
tude and longitude full meaning possible 
outline map the world used the pupils, with di- 
rections similar the following. “Near what parallel 
latitude and meridian longitude your city located?” 
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The pupil determines that Normal located near the 
fortieth parallel north and 
meridian west longitude. “Consider the home sta- 
tion forty degrees north latitude and ninety degrees 
west longitude and travel eastward the fortieth par- 
allel. Draw your outline map the world lines 
represent the meridians passing thru the extreme east- 
ern and western points Africa. the stations are 
fifteen degrees apart, how many stations pass 
before reaching the meridian passing thru the western 
point Africa? Determine accurately 
the reading for this meridian. Travel eastward and de- 
termine the longitude the eastern point Africa -in 
similar manner. Return the fortieth parallel 
the point where the meridian Greenwich crosses it. 
Travel southward this meridian, determining the 
latitude the northern and southern points Africa 
similar manner. What the width Africa de- 
grees? degree longitude equal sixty-five miles 
Africa’s widest point, what the width the con- 
tinent miles? What the length Africa de- 
grees? degree latitude equal seventy miles, 
what the length Africa miles? Traveling the 
rate thirty miles hour how long will require 
train traverse the continent its greatest length? 
Compare the greatest length and width Africa with 
distances upon the American continent. what hem- 
isphere Africa located? Which hemisphere contains 
the largest part the continent? Which the smallest 
part? 

teaching the relative distance Africa from each 
the other continents the outline map the world 
used (see illustration). The centers the continents 
are determined accurately possible and marked 


with small circles. The circle the center Africa 


connected with the circles the centers the 
various continents means dotted 
lines. The pupils then determine the di- 
rection the center Africa from 
the centers the various continents and 
vice versa. These determinations are 
expressed full statements and record- 
their map-set note books. This work 
affords excellent opportunity for drill 
correct language habits. After the 
problem direction has been mastered, 
the problem relative distances at- 
tacked. globe the world used 
for making these determinations. Know- 
ing the.diameter the globe, the scale 
miles per inch can easily deter- 
mined the class, with without the 
teacher’s aid. For illustration, the 
cumference eighteen inch globe 
56.5 plus inches. The circumference 
the earth 25,000 miles. Therefore, 
one inch the globe represents about 
450 miles. Having determined the scale 
miles per inch the pupils are directed 
measure, means tape measure 
and yard stick, the distance inches 
from the center Africa the center 
each the other continents. Knowing 
the scale miles per inch the distances 
are easily calculated. The pupils then 
drill making statements involving 
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Africa next located with reference oceans, bound- 
ing bodies water and bounding bodies land. Com- 
plete statements are made oral and written form. 
general study the coastline features made, placing 
the emphasis upon the shape and regularity the coast 
line. The pupil asked compare the coastline 
Africa with the coastlines other continents reg- 
Which continent has the most regular coast- 
line? The most irregular? Which continent has the 
most suitable coastline for commerce? What may 
anticipate concerning the commerce Africa? Why? 

The area and population continent afford ex- 
cellent opportunity for the correlation arithmetic 
and geography. The pupils copy the areas and popu- 
lations the continents order, the largest first, using 
ciphers for the five right hand digits each 
The United States and Illinois are also added the 
list. The areas and population each continent then 
learned. The pupils work out table comparative 
areas and populations, using convenient fractions rep- 
resent these ratios. Care observed selecting frac- 
tions which can easily remembered association. 
For illustration, Africa two-thirds large Asia. 

has been customary the past study the sur- 
face and drainage continent before studying the 
political divisions. The order here reversed. The 
pupils learn the names and location political divisions 
the continent, well the name the country 
which each belongs. The reason for learning the names 
the countries this time because saves time and 
energy. the pupil learns the physical features 
learns that the Atlas mountains are 
west part Africa. Later, after the political divisions 
are learned, associates the Atlas mountains with 
Morocco, Tunis and Algeria. the political divisions 
are taught first, the pupil learns once and for all, that 


both direction and distance. The fol- 
lowing statements are the results one 
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efforts. “The center North 
America miles northwest the 
center Africa. The center South 
America 5,280 miles southwest the 
center Africa, The pupils then 
write statements directions and dis- 
tances upon the lines previously drawn 
the world map. 
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the Atlas mountains are Morocco, 
Tunis and Algeria, the 
part Africa. studying the physical 
features and drainage basins the con- 
tinent after the political divisions have 
been taught, higher degree asso- 
ciative thinking developed. The re- 
sult that the countries, physical 
features and drainage basins are close- 
associated the mind the learner 
that the relative location each not 
easily forgotten. The best and quickest 
results have been secured teaching the 
political divisions continent 
means outline map. The pupil 
instructed color the areas belong- 
ing any country, with his crayolas. 
this case suppose the countries be- 
longing England are colored red. 
the pupil colors each country thinks 
the name that country, its size, shape 
and direction from other countries which 
has studied. The pupil makes list 
the countries and their capitals the 
areas are colored, classifying each coun- 
try according the country which 
belongs. While the pupils are color- 
ing the maps, drill given class 
help fix the names and location the 
countries. Great care must taken 
that this work does not become too me- 
chanical and uninteresting. 
sourceful teacher can think many de- 
vices for overcoming this danger. One 
the best devices which was tried this 
winter, was follow the course Mr. 
Roosevelt’s hunting trip last year. 

the beginning the study 
Africa sand map, fifteen twenty feet 
calculated emphasize the phys- 
ical features should constructed members the 
class. During the past winter four boys who had prev- 
iously taken interest their geography work, be- 
came intensely interested that they took their entire 
noon periods for week, order get sand map 
completed the time the class was ready use it. 
fine piece workmanship was the result their 
labor. With such map prepared the teacher should 
study recitation with the pupils centered about 
the map. Geographies should open the map 
Africa. general impression the surface Africa 
should the result the early part the study period.

the physical divisions have been well taught, that 
the pupil knows the location the principal divides and 
the general slope the various sections, but 
easy step locate the drainage basins.

—MEYER VON BREMEN. 


There are few sights more beautiful than 
that children moved with sympathy be- 
cause the sufferings some helpless 
little animal. There pleasing motive for 
picture their deep interest and con- 
cern, and their sympathy for the wounded 
and disabled. fond ceaseless activity 
themselves, they can feel great pity for 
animal rendered helpless accident and 
unable skip and run about 
Such picture “The Wounded Lamb,” 
Meyer von Bremen. Notice the lamb the 
elder girl’s arms and how carefully she holds 
it, the position and looks the other chil- 
dren, and the lamb’s injured limb. The girl 
holding the lamb glances down her sister, 
who has extended her hand touch the 
wounded leg, while she gazes with the 
most absorbed, intent Observe her 
face carefully. Notice her brother’s up- 
turned face and his fine large eyes. 
too takes great interest his sister and the 
lamb. The youngest child has his back 
turned toward us, and holds his hand 
the string fastened his toy. Notice him 
carefully. How beautiful and graceful 
is! Notice his head, shoulders, arms and 
feet, and the way stands. Observe how 
the children are grouped together the 
center the picture. How natural and yet 
how artistic the grouping is! Notice that 
there ribbon about the lamb’s neck. 
This shows that the children have treat- 
pet, and are doubly grieved 
that harm has come it. This explains 
why they watch with such intent 
and sympathetic concern. Their own pet 
whom they have loved and cared for 
hurt. Even the youngest has left his play 
and joined the others see what has hap- 
pened.

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REV. FREDERICK WILLIAM FABER 
GIFTED CATHOLIC WRITER. 
Frederick William Faber was the son Thomas Henry 
Faber, Esq., whose family was one those who took 
refuge England the revocation the Edict 
Nantes Louis XIV. was born the twenty- 
eight June, 1814, the Vicarage Calverley, the 
West Riding Yorkshire. was baptised the 
twelfth August, the parish church St. Wilfrid. 
From his earliest years Frederick Faber gave promise 
remarkable power mind, and his talents were care- 
fully fostered and developed his parents, both 
whom were persons considerable ability. 


The power and peculiarity his character manifested 
itself early age. Ardent and impulsive, entered 
upon everything, whether work play, with eagerness 
and determination; and whatever took was invested 
with importance which led him speak 
somewhat exaggerated language. Those who watched 
with pleasure the development the remarkable gift 
with which was endowed, predicted ‘successful 
career for the eager and earnest boy. 


His Love Nature. 

One the principal ingredients his character was 
the poetical element, the development which was ma- 
terially assisted the beautiful scenes which his infancy 
and childhood were passed. was his chief delight 
wander, for the most part alone, among the hills and lakes, 
his rambles sometimes extending over two three days. 
describes himself “the golden hours school-boy 
as— 

“Thoughtful even then because the excess 

boyhood’s abounding happiness; 

And sad whene’er St. curfew bell 

Warned leave the spots loved well.” 

Oxford, are told, his prepossessing appearance, 
his remarkable talent, and gifts conversation made 
him general favorite. Innocence and joyousness 
life were his this period, and his friends bear testimony 
his blameless manners and the purity life, “which 
the grace God preserved unstained.” 

When came into residence Oxford, his religious 
ideas has assumed very definite shape. How deeply the 
truths religion possessed his mind appears 
hymn, “The God Childhood,” which expresses 
continua Isense the presence and providence God. 
also refers the teachings his mother—the sweet 
and wondrous thing which loved dwell,—and 


gives evidence her love for him this verse: 
“They bade call Thee, Father, Lord! 
Sweet was the freedom deemed, 
And yet more like mother’s ways 
Thy quiet mercies seemed.” 

From the time his arrival Oxford, attended 
the services St. Mary’s, and soon became enthusiastic 
admirer the Rev. John Henry Newman, then vicar 
that church; and whom, after years prayer and study 
the pursuit truth, followed into the Catholic 
Church, “whose glory that she could equally satisfy 
the mighty intellect the one and the sensitive heart 


the other.” Conversion Catholicism. 

his conversion the Catholic faith, Faber’s life 
was divided into two parts, widely distinct character. 
For thirty-one years belonged the Church Eng- 
land, and though his religious opinions underwent various 
changes, did not withdraw from her service until the 
moment when his connection with her severed. 
Oxford was his home for many years, and the object 
his most affectionate reverence. His friends were chiefly 
the Tractarian party, which became one the 
most zealous adherents. 

These ties were broken his conversion. made 
him stranger the University, which regarded 
mother, and those whose confidence and love were 
among his dearest enjoyments. Only few his imme- 
diate friends took the same step himself, and even from 
those was separated circumstances after times. 
The second period his life was spent principally the 
foundation and government the London Oratory. There 
found his true vocation; was work after his own 
heart, and his labors were abundantly blessed. 
was him, once wrote, “the happiest place out 
heaven.” 

Faber’s influence extends far beyond his native land; 
his works have been translated into many European lan- 
guages; his words sink into the heart and have moulded 
the character Catholics everywhere; his voice brings 
comfort the mourner, courage the faltering, peace 
the troubled, strength the weak. His humility 
standing reproach our vanity and self-conceit; his ten- 
derness and forbearance contrast painfully with our 
roughness and impatience; his penances the midst 
life continual physical suffering, shame our cow- 
ardly self-indulgence; but above all, his zeal for the glory 
God, his thirst for souls, and his devoted charity have 
left example which ably summed the words, 
“He served Jesus out love.” 

Thus passed rarely beautiful life devotion sacred 
duties, charity fellow-men, and physical sufferings— 
laborious life writing, preaching, composing, lecturing, 
guiding souls, and directing the Oratory until his 
peaceful and edifying death 1863. 

From the beginning his literary career was recog- 
nized that Faber was poet. When confided Words- 
worth his intention enter the ministry, the poet replied, 
not say you are wrong; but England loses poet.” 

Some Father Faber’s Works. 

His “Hymns,” many which are found nearly every 
collection sacred lyrics, represent, their heavenward 
aspiration and spiritualizing influence, the poet’s eminently 
Christian spirit and deep concern for his salvation. 
published two volumes poems, called respectively, 
“The Cherwell Water-Lily” and “The Styrian Lake,” 
named because “The and “The Sty- 
rian Lake” are the initiatory poems. Another poem 
great beauty, and his most pretentious, bears the title, 
“Sir Lancelot.” drawn from mediavel sources, and 
unusually rich symbolism. Among his numerous 
prose works are “All for Jesus,” “Growth Holiness,” 
“The Blessed Sacrament,” “The Creator and the Creature,” 
“The Foot the “Spiritual Conferences,” “The 
Precious Blood,” “Bethlehem.” 

Faber’s merit, and the chief excellence his writings. 
consist this: that deals with man his relations with 
the Creator and with the channels grace established 
the Creator.

Zeal for athletic glory sometimes strikes school like 
epidemic and only the best conditioned the teachers 
seem able withstand the attack the fascinating germ. 
While sane interest the athletic activities the school 
good mark for any teacher, there certainly little 
need prolonged attendance games. Encouraging the 
children all very well; but the motive not unlike that 
actuating many grown men who the circus every 
year “just look after the little folks.” Both circuses 
and athletic meets the little folks have notable facility 
for taking care themselves. 

School athletics always need control. But that control 
should invested one member the teaching body, 
and all the other teachers, matter how great the ap- 
parent provocation, must taught keep their hands off.
